Subcommittee, attached to SWNCC 304/6, drew attention to ths 
need of planning "fer immediate employment of psychol¢gigal wa:. 
fare considering the prebable short time to mobilize", This 
has a Gireot reletion te the JOS suggested amendment which ira: 
attention to the damger to natiena]l security in the atsence of 
planning of this kind. 


In the light of the foregoing, the Subcemaittee ¢ousi¢ srs 
that it has a specific and greve responsibility ané is orders t: 
assist it in carrying out this responsibliity it asket, wus 4: 
sonsiders, a not unreasonable request for official olerific iti: 
of its position. If no answer is fortheor from tr¢ ani ona: 
Seourity Council, the zembers of the Sube ttee feel bound 
by the orders of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, whieh is the best 
military advice they cas obtain. Phe Subcommittees is aware th: - 
there are other informal suggestions of matheds ané meciaii ia 
for egraars "white*® psychological warfers, but does tot cti1- 
sider that ite responsibility is affected until its offisiszi 
inatructions are changed, especially in view of the eyrrent in- 
ternational situatien.
